GRADUATE STUDY AND DEGREE CANDIDACY 

Upon admission to graduate study at the college a student will be classified as a non-degree student.

This course is designed to provide an overview of the psychological 
aspects of Death and Dying in our society. A complete look at the 
process of death in our culture will include attitudes toward and 
preparation for death, the terminally ill patient, funeral rituals and 
burial, mourning and grief, and suicide and euthanasia. Readings, 
lectures, and discussions will be supplemented by self-exploration and 
writing by students on their feelings, attitudes, and beliefs about death. 

Individual Assessment - Monday Lab

Emphasis is placed upon psychological assessment using individual tests 
of intelligence, psychomotor functions, and learning disabilities. 
Specific topics include testing as interviewing, data collection, scoring, 
and elements of interpretation and reporting. Prerequisite for Psy 532. 

Individual Methods of Behavior Change Wed/Th Lab 

3 Credits/Keller 3:00-5:00 P.M. 

Problem-oriented methods of individual behavior change including 
brief forms of psychotherapy, behavior modification, and crisis inter¬ 
vention are considered in light of their application in modern 
community mental health programs. 

Professional Psychology in the Rural Wed Lab 

Community - 3 Credits/Nurray 9:00 A.M.-12 Noon 

This course presents an introduction to the psychological and social 
structures of rural communities. Special emphasis is placed on 
developing an understanding of the mental health and other human 
services which function in the rural community. 

Professional Psychology Seminar BY ARRANGEMENT

The Professional Psychology Seminar is designed to help students 
working toward the M.A. degree integrate thinking about major areas 
related to community psychology and rural mental health. Assigned 
presentations and discussion will be required of all students.

A minimum of 600 hours of supervised psychological experience in an 
approved facility offering community mental health services to the 
public.
